CLEANUP WEEK BEGINS 


Sunday marks the opening of Spring Cleanup Week in the 
City of Menlo Park and the Menlo Park fire district, affecting 
some 40,000 persons.

The chart showed city 
salaries holding up in 1930 and 1931 
when living costs were dropping, 
then declining sharply to meet these 
costs in 1932. For the following 
eight years there was very little de- 
viation between city salaries and 
living costs. During the early 1940's 
living costs advanced much more 
rapidly than city salaries, which 
however began rising sharply in 
1945 and in 1947 actually outstrip- 
ped living costs. Then in 1948 the 
two lines met again.

Sequoia Trustees Reply 


Education Committee 


Editor’s Note: Board of trustees 
of the Sequoia Union high school 
district has issved a reply to a 
statement made public last week 
by the Committee for Better Edu- 
cation in connection with the 
school board election May 20. In 
the public interest and to present 
both sides of an issue, the RE- 
CORDER herewith publishes the 
board’s statement: 


“To the citizens of the Sequoia 
high school district: 

“The Committee for Better Edu- 
cation, in outlining its statement of 
policy on the issues involved in the 
forthcoming high school trustees’ 
election, writes at length implying 
that there is a lack of democratic 
practice at Sequoia. Has a single 
member of the committee been pres- 
ent at a meeting of the faculty, a 
meeting of the student body council, 
a meeting of the student body com- 
missioners, or a class meeting? How 
can the committee presume to speak 
of those things of which they know 


not? Citizens who have attended 
such meetings have been unani- 
mous in their opinion that they 


have seen democracy at work. 

“The practice of democracy in- 
cludes the recognition of an obli- 
gation to live within the frame- 
work of orderly government; to 
recognize that for every right and 
privilege, there is a corresponding 
obligation and duty; to recognize 
the difference between liberty and 
petulant self will; to recognize 
that democracy means a rule of 
the people expressed through the 
opinion of the majority. 

“The committee apparently ad- 
vocates permitting 13 to 17 year olds 
to pursue their individual impulses 
without restraint. For example, 
they state, “No attempt should be 
made to stifle the thinking of 
youngsters.” We ask, not even if 
the thinking is wrong? Not even if 
the thinking is irreligious. irreve- 
rant of home, family, country, hon- 
esty, integrity, loyalty, or of the 
duties and responsibilities of good 
citizenship? There is a distinct dif- 
ference between direction of thought

Challenged On “Lack of Democracy’ 


“The committee asks for a fair 
deal for Sequoia. That is the ob- 
jective of the present board of 
trustees, and a first step to this end 
was taken this summer. It can on- 
ly be fully realized when every per- 
son connected with the school re- 
cognizes and performs the tasks for 
which he is responsible. These tasks 
may be simply stated as follows: 

“Students—to learn. 

“Teachers—to teach. 

“Administrators—to administer.

“Teaching means the direction of 
students’ thinking toward desirable 
objectives which may be the mast- 
ery of specific bodies of informa- 
tion of the appreciation of the con- 
tributions of the past in its rela- 
tionship to the present. The de- 
velopment of skills, attitudes, ideals, 
and concepts requires direction. Ed- 
ucation is a product of nurture as 
well as nature. No thoughtful par- 
ents would agree to the theory of 
‘hands off!’ in the rearing of their 
child at home, for lack of control is 
recognized as a prime cause of ju- 
venile delinquency. If home con- 
trol and direction of children is de- 
sirable, dces it not follow that school 
control and direction of children is 
also desirable? 

“Again, the committee states, 
‘Any curtailment of their (stud- 
ents) speech, verbal or written, 
should be only to insure accuracy.’ 
We ask, does the committee mean 
that if the sentence structure is 

correct, that regardless of con- 
tent, viewpoint, social or moral 
consequence, the youngster should 
be permitted to write or say what- 
ever pops into his mind? 

“The survey of Dr. Almack was 
the basis upon which the present 
board instituted changes this 
summer that it proposes as only the 
beginning of the overhaul that Se- 
quoia has so long needed. The first 
step was to restore the administra- 
tive responsibility of the school to 
administrators and teaching respon- 
sibilities to the teachers. A few dis- 
gruntled teachers have resented this 
action of the board, but the great 
majority of the teaching staff are 
much happier to receive their di- 
rections from one principal than 
from a half dozen would-be powers 
behind the throne. No _ business 
can be successfully un without 
competent management, and com- 
petent management’ requires train- 
ing and experience. Competent 
management cannot be had with di- 
vided responsibility.

Usually there are no mosquito lar- 
vae in a pool containing fish, but 
if wrigglers are observed in the pool, 
the district should be notified and 
abatement work will be done.
